land , PiiiLip p iNES, Dec. H,—I was a 
member of the Tenth Pennsylvania for 
three years, yon know, and when the 
war broke ont I enlisted for two years. 
O ar rep iment was sent half way around 
the globe to fight the Sp anish. 
We 
landed at Manila July 1.'5 and the 8 0rh 
of the same month we saw onr first 
battle. 
At that time we lost 14 killed 
and a great many wounded. 
August 13 
we marched into the city of Manila 
where we were quartered until Deo. 1 
when we w’<*ro p ut on the transp ort 
Senator and taken to the small island 
Oorregidor of 
which we now 
have 
charge. 
It is about five miles long, two miles 
wide and 500 feet high and has a fine 
climate. 
The w’eather here is like our 
May days, and the nights are cool. 
Manila is on the island of Luzon and a 
miserable p lace, 
It it full of Chinamen 
and natives, the latter being a lazy lot. 
The Sp anish live within the high wall 
which marks the city p rop er. 
There are muzzle-loading cannons all 
around it, but they would have done lit­ 
tle good against Dewey’s fleet. 
I have 
been on hoard the Olymp ia and indeed 
she is a fine ship . 
Her crew think the 
Tenth is the only regiment here and 
fjave us a sp lendid recep tion. 
The Philip p ines is no p lace for an 
American, but I snp p ose a great many 
will rush here to invest their money. 
They should wait until the p lace has 
become settled. 
It is far dilFerent from 
any p art of the United States. 
The island w'e are on was a naval sta­ 
tio n, and two comp anies, A and H, 
200 men, are here to gnard a hosp ital, 
althongh there is not mnch sickness. 
We have a fine camp , and it was named 
after Jesse Noss, the first Beaver conntv 
bo y to 
fall at Marlate July 30. 
We are 
v ery nicely fix ed, two being p laced in a 
wall tent 10 feet square and eight feet 
hig h. The camp is along the beach in 
a little valley where we can hear the 
waves continuallv lashing against the 
ro cks. Game is abundant, and they say 
there are very big snakes, some 20 feet 
lo ng , in the mountains. 
From this is­ 
land the Sp anish fired the first shot at 
Dewey , bnt a shell from the Boston 
quickly wrecked the three gun battery. 
It is located just below our camp . Then 
the garrison escap ed to Oavite only to 
be oap tnred later. 
The bay p resented a 
peunliar ap p earance when we entered, 
almost all the vessels of the Sp anish 
squadron being on the bottom. 
If anyone tells you a Sp anish soldier 
wo n't fight don’t beileve him for 
he Is 
badly mistaken. 
It may be yon belong 
to the Eighth Ohio, and if you do you 
know they will fight. 
Cap tain Harry 
Palmer, of East Liverp ool, was our 
color sergeant and saw the whole of onr 
fight here. 
He knows it is true. 
The 
insurgents are just a p ack of robbers 
and cannot fight anything. 
They us­ 
ually keep out of our way. 
There are 
only 8 0 of them on the island and they 
have hut one gun. 
It will not shoot, 
bnt if we stay here long w’e will have 
it.

The following letter will be read with 
much interest since the writer, Fred 
Harsha, is well known to many persons 
here, 
having

Robinson street: 


Cam p J e s s e N o s s , 
C o r r e o id o r I s ­ 


la n d , 
P h ilip p in e s , Dec. 8 —I was a 
member of the Tenth Pennsylvania for 
three years, yon know, and when the 
war broke out I enlisted for two years. 
Our regiment was sent half way around 
the globe to fight the Spanish. 
We 
landed at Manila July IS and the 80th 
of the same month we saw our first 
battle. 
At that time we lost 14 killed 
and a great many wounded. 
Angust 13 
we marched into the city of Manila 
where we were quartered until Dec. I 
when we were put on the transport 
Senator and taken to the small island 
Oorregidor of 
which we now 
have 
charge. 
It is abont five miles long, two miles 
wide and 500 feet high and has a fine 
climate, 
The weather here is like onr 
May days, and the nights are cool. 
Manila is on the island of Lnzon and a 
miserable place, It it full of Chinamen 
and natives, the latter b e in g a lazy lot. 
The Spanish live within the high wall 
which marks the city proper. 
There are muzzle-loading cannons all 
around it, but they would have done lit­ 
tle good against Dewey’s fleet. 
I have 
been on board the Olympia and indeed 
she is a fine ship. 
Her crew think the 
Tenth is the only regiment here and 
gave os a splendid reception. 
The Philippines is no place for an 
American, hot I suppose a great many 
will rnsh here to invest their money. 
They should wait until the place has 
become settled. 
It is far different from 
any part of the United States. 
The island we are on was a naval sta­ 
tion, and two companies, A and B, 
200 men, are here to guard a hospital, 
although there is not much sickness. 
We have a fine camp, and it was named 
after Jesse Noss, the first Beaver county 
boy to fall at Marlate July 30. 
We are 
very nicely fixed, two being placed in a 
wall tent IO feet square and eight feet 
high. The camp is along the beach in 
a little valley where we can hear the 
waves continually lashing against the 
rooks. Game is abundant, and they say 
there are very big snakes, some 20 feet 
long, in the mountains. From this is­ 
land the Spanish fired the first shot at 
Dewey, but a shell from the Boston 
quickly wrecked the three gun battery. 
It is located just below onr camp. Then 
the garrison escaped to Cavite only to 
be captured later. The bay presented a 
peculiar appearance when we entered, 
almost all the vessels of the Spanish 
squadron being on the bottom. 
If anyone tells yon a Spanish soldier 
won’t fight don’t believe him for he is 
badly mistaken. It may be yon belong 
to the Eighth Ohio, and if yon do you 
know they will fight. Captain Harry 
Palmer, of East Liverpool, was onr 
color sergeant and saw the whole of oar 
fight here. 
He knows it is true. The 
insurgents are just a pack of robbers 
and cannot fight anything. 
They us- 
ually keep out of our way. 
There are 
only 30 of them on the island and they 
have but one gun. 
It will not shoot, 
but if we stay here long we will have 
it.

I 'n d r r K r o n n d P a r i s . 
The Paris of the pavement, gay, 
bright and exhilarating, is fairly fa­ 
miliar to us all, hut underground Paris, 
dark, solitary and damp, extending for 
miles, is comparatively unknown.

will he the largest structure of its kind 
in the world and within its walls will 
he generated a greater amount of power 
than has ever been produced before at 
any single station. The most enormous 
engines th at man uses for single pur­ 
poses are those which drive the ocean 
greyhounds that ply between New York 
and Europe. Of these the biggest de­ 
velop about 30,000 horsepower. 
W ithin the walls of the* new Third 
avenue power house there will he massed 
engines and boilers capable* of producing 
more than three times us much power 
as this and clustered about them all the 
needed devices for sending that power 
out over many miles of trac ks to propel 
street cars. 
From this one* center cars 
will be propelled from the postoffice to 
the Harlem on Third avenue, from the 
East river to the Hudson and over the 
miles of ramifications of the routes of 
the Forty-second street, Manhattanville 
and Amsterdam avenue line, for miles 
over the traces of the One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth street and Tenth avenue 
route to Fort George and again above 
that to the city line at Yonkers over the 
new routes to he built and finally over 
the vast Huckleberry line above the 
Harlem arid the* many extensions which 
are likely soon to he made iii connection 
w ith these various systems now con­ 
trolled by the company. 
The Third avenue plant will have a 
number of features, involving economy 
of operation, that are superior to any 
in the world. The designing of the house 
has been (lone by Westinghouse, (’liiirch, 
Kerr & Co., engineers for the Westing­ 
house Electric and Manufacturing com­ 
pany, which has the contract to supply 
the whole electric and power plant. The 
location of the plant and many other 
im portant matters were determined by 
President Elias and Superintendent J. 
H. Robertson of the Third avenue road, 
while the designing and construction of 
the system for distributing the electrical 
power are intrusted to Dr. Louis Dun­ 
can, who has been appointed chief en­ 
gineer of the road. The power house 
will stand on the west side'of the Har­ 
lem river, accessible by water from ei­ 
ther way, and it will cover the two 
blocks between Two Hundred and Six­ 
teenth and Two Hundred and Eigh­ 
teenth streets. 
It will In* 320 feet long 
and 250 feet wide. W ithin it will be 
divided lengthwise into two portions, 
each of ah int the same shape and area, 
one to be used for boilers and the other 
for engines and generators, and these 
tw’o portions will he marked in the onter 
design of the building. 
The half nearer the river, measuring 
about 820 by 125 feet, will form the 
boiler house, having above the boilers a 
great 10,000 ton coal bin. This portion 
of the building will be about IOO feet 
tall. A t each corner will be a low. 
square tower, while above the whole 
will tower four steel stacks, each an­ 
other hundred feet high. The other half 
of the building will he abont half as 
tall, with its roof taking the form of its 
ronnd arched steel girders, while for 
architectural effect the higher portion, 
although roofed in the same way struc­ 
turally, will bo built up to a square con­ 
tour. Tho site of the structure is of al­ 
luvial sand, and over the whole area of 
nearly two acres a foundation of piles 
and concrete must be laid. The super­ 
structure will be of steel frame, with 
walls of stone, brick and terra cotta, 
and much skill has been employed to 
design it in such a way that it shall not 
be a public eyesore. 
The economies of design begin at the 
water side. where wharfage facilities 
for receiving coal are to he provid' d 
Goal will arrive in barges or schooner?-. 
aud by means of mechanical hoists and 
conveyers it is expected to put it into 
the bin at the boiler house at a cost so 
small that it will he just about equal 
to the money saved on demurrage of 
vessels. 
Few persons realize the enor­ 
mous amount of coal which such a 
plant will consume. 
Under the best 
practice, where the loads on engines are 
constant, it takes I 1.* pounds of coal 
for each horsepower an hour. 
If tin* 
station were run at its full capacity 24 
hours a day. tho daily consumption 
would be about 1,800 tons. 
It is estimated, however, that the 
loads will require an average of about 
840,000 horsepower, aud this at two 
pounds of coal an hour will require 
nearly 1,000 tons of coal a day. 
Once 
in the bin at the top of the boiler house 
the coal is never moved again except 
by gravity. It flows down shoots to 
pockets at the front of each boiler, and 
from these pockets it is thrust into the 
furnaces by strong hands of iron and 
then moved forward from grate bar to 


grate bar of the furnace by mechanical 
stokers until finally at the end the a Mies 
and clinkers are dropped through a 
trapdoor and sent through other shoots 
on their way to waiting boats, which 
carry them off. 
There are WO boilers, each rated at 
520 horsepower, and these are arranged 
in double rows two tiers high. 
I lieu* 
are two furnaces to a boiler, and it the 
boilers were cared for in the old way it 
would require one man to stoke each 
boiler. Working 24 hours a day and al­ 
lowing for a number of boilers being 
out of use part of the time, about 120 
firemen would he required to feed them. 
With mechanical stokers 40 men will 
accomplish the same work and hardly 
have to soil a hand. 
There is another 
big saving possible with the mechanical 
stokers which, it is probable, will he 
taken advantage of. This is the use of 
some of the cheaper aud softer coals, 
which, because of the better combustion 
produced by evenly handled fires, may 
be burned without giving off smoke. In 
contemplation of this perhaps powerful 
pinups and hose are provided in the 
plans, arranged for flo o d in g tin* 10,000 
ton coal bin with water in case the coal 
takes fire. 
Hard coal is not much sub­ 
ject to such risk. 
Down in the generator room, under 
its arched roof, will stand 16 of the 
largest electric generators made. 
Each 
will be rated at 3.000 kilowatts, or 4.OOO 
horsepower and each will be capable of 
carrying a load 50 per cent larger than 
that 
Directly connected with each 
generator and standing vertically a b o v e 
it will be its steam engine, each engine 
rated at 6,000 horsepower. 
In the cen­ 
ter of the room. high up, where every 
machine can be w; relied, will be the 
engineer’s room, while straddling over 
the whole room will he a traveling 
crane, which can pick up any piece of 
machinery in the place and carry it to 
any other spot in the whole compart­ 
ment. Along one side of this room, in a 
gallery above the machinery, will be 
the switchboard, where all th** power 
currents from the dynamos will be car­ 
ried and from there suit forth to th** 
various distributing stations. The cur­ 
rents to be vised will he alternating and 
of high voltage. 
The details ai** not 
made public, but it is said that a cur­ 
rent of about 10,000 volts will be used. 
At convenient points along the lines 
substations will he established where 
the currents will be transformed from 
high voltage alternating to direct cur­ 
rents of 500 volts to be fed to the lines. 
Th** multiplicity of lines and wires, 
switches and indicating instruments 
which will run to these stations will .** 
appreciated when it is remembered that 
a separate feeder wire is to be supplied 
to every 1,000 feet or so in the parts of 
the city where the traffic is the heaviest, 
such as from Sixth street to the post 
office on the Third avenue line. 
These 
details are yet to be worked out. 
The new power house will cost about 
$500, OOO. and the machinery which it 
will contain and the 30 rotary convert­ 
ers at substations will cost $5,000,000 
As the present cable lines of the Third 
avenue road will be converted to under 
trolley lines before the big power house 
is completed, some of the converters, 
which are in effect dynamos, will be 
connected with the machinery of the ca­ 
ble power house to run the lines until 
the main ftonrce of supply is ready.— 
New York Sun.

P h il ip p in e s, Dec. 8 — 1 was a 
m em ber of the T enth Pennsylvania for 
three years, yon know, and w hen the 
w ar broke out I enlisted for tw o years. 
O a r regim ent was sent half way around 
th e globe to fight the Spanish. 
We 
landed at M anila Ju ly 111 and the 80th 
of the same m onth we saw our first 
battle. 
At th a t tim e we lost 14 killed 
and a great m any wounded. 
August 13 
w e m arched into the city of M anila 
w here we were quartered until Dec. I 
w hen we were pnt on the transport 
Senator and taken to the small island 
Gorregidor of 
which we now 
have 
charge. 
It is about, five miles loin?, tw o miles 
w ide and 500 feet high and has a fine 
climate, 
T he w eather here is like onr 
M ay days, and the nights are cool. 
M anila is on the island of Luzon and a 
miserable place, 
It it full of Chinam en 
and natives, the latter being a lazy lot. 
T he Spanish live w ithin the high wall 
w hich m arks the city proper. 
There are muzzle-loading cannons all 
around it, but they would have done lit 
tie good against D ew ey’s fleet. 
I have 
been on board the Olympia and indeed 
she is a fine ship. 
H er crow think the 
T en th is th e only regim ent here and 
gave us a splendid reception. 
T he Philippines is no place for ail 
Am erican, but I suppose a great m any 
will rush here to invest their money. 
T hey should w ait until the place has 
become settled. 
It is far different from 
any part of the U nited States. 
The island w e are on was a naval sta­ 
tion, and 
tw o companies, A and B, 
200 m en, are here to guard a hospital, 
although there is not m uch sickness. 
We have a fine camp, and it was nam ed 
afte r Jesse Noss, the first Beaver county 
boy to fall a t M arlate Ju ly 30. 
W e are 
very nicely fixed, tw o being placed in a 
wall ten t IO feet square and eight feet 
high. 
The cam p is along the beach in 
a little valley w here we can hear the 
waves continually lashing against the 
rocks. G am e is abundant, and they say 
there are very big snakes, some 20 feet 
long, in the mountains. 
From this is­ 
land the Spanish fired the first shot at 
Dewey, but a shell from the Boston 
quickly wrecked the three gun battery. 
It is located ju st below our camp. Then 
the garrison escaped to Cavite only to 
be captured later. 
The bay presented a 
peculiar appearance when we entered, 
almost all th e vessels of the Spanish 
squadron being on the bottom. 
If anyone tells you a Spanish soldier 
won’t fight don’t beileve him for he is 
badly mistaken. 
It may be yon belong 
to the E ighth Ohio, aud if you do you 
know they will fight. 
Captain H arry 
Palm er, of East Liverpool, was our 
color sergeant and saw the whole of onr 
fight here. 
He knows it is true. 
The 
insurgents are just a pack of robbers 
arid cannot fight anything. 
T hey us­ 
ually keep out. of onr way. 
There are 
only 80 of them on the island and they 
have but one gun. 
It. will not shoot, 
but if we stay here long we will have 
it.

The most enormous 
engines th a t m an uses f o r single p u r­ 
poses are those w hich drive the ocean 
greyhounds th a t ply between New York 
and Europe. 
Of these the biggest de­ 
velop about 30,000 horsepower. 
W ith in the walls of the new Third 
avenue power house there will he massed 
engines and boilers capable of producing 
more than three times as much power 
as this and clustered about them all the 
needed devices for sending that power 
out over m an y miles of tracks to propel 
street cars. 
From this one center cars 
will he propelled from the postoffice to 
the H arlem on Third avenue, from the 
East river to the Hudson and over tin* 
miles of ramifications of the routes of 
the Forty-second street. M anhattanville 
and Am sterdam avenue line, for miles 
over the traces of the ( hie I mildred and 
Twenty-fifth street and Tenth avenue 
route to Fort George and again above 
th a t to the city line at Yonkers over the 
new routes to he built and finally over 
the vast H uckleberry line above the 
H arlem and the m any extensions which 
are likely soon to he made in connect ion 
w ith these various systems now con­ 
trolled by tho company. 
The Third avenue plant will have a 
num ber of features, involving economy 
of operation, th a t are superior to any 
in the world. T he designing of the house 
has been done by Westinghouse, ( ’hurch, 
K err & Co., engineers for the W esting­ 
house* Electric and M anufacturing com­ 
pany. which has the contract to supply 
the whole electric and power plant. The 
location of the plant and many other 
im portant m atters were determined by 
President Elias and Superintendent J. 
H. Robertson of the Third avenue road, 
while tho designing and construction of 
the system for distributing the electrical 
power are intrusted to Dr. Louis D un­ 
can, who has been appointed chief en­ 
gineer of the road. 
The power house 
will stand on the west side’of the H a r­ 
lem river, accessible by w ater from ei­ 
ther way, and it will cover the two 
blocks between Two Hundred and Six­ 
teenth and Two Hundred and E igh­ 
teenth streets. 
It will he 320 feet long 
and 250 feet wide. 
W ith in it will be 
divided lengthwise into two portions, 
each of ab int the same shape and area, 


grate bar of the furnace by iii* charnel* I

There are OO boilers, each rated at 
520 horsepowi r, and these are arranged 
in double rows two tiers high. 
There 
are two furnaces to a boiler, and it the 
boilers were eared for in the old way it 
would reqnire one m an to stoke each 
boiler W orking 24 hours a day and al­ 
lowing for a number of boilers being 
out of use part of the time, about 12<> 
firemen would he required to feed them. 
W ith mechanical stokers 40 men will 
accomplish the same work and hardly 
have to soil a hand. 
There is another 
big saving possible with the mechanical 
stokers which, it is probable, will lie 
taken advantage of. 
Tins is the use of 
some of the cheaper aud softer coals. 
which because of the better combustion 
produced by evenly handled fires, may 
he burned without giving off smoke. In 
contemplation of this perhaps powerful 
pumps aud hose are provided in th*1 
plans, arranged for flooding the lo.nun 
ton coal bin with w ater in case tin* coni 
takes tire. 
Hard coal is not much sub­ 
ject to such risk. 
Down in the generator room, under 
its arched roof, will stand Iii of the 
largest, electric generators made. 
Each 
will berated at 3.OOO kilowatts, or 4.000 
horsepower and each will bt* capable of 
carrying a load 50 per cent larger than 
that 
Directly connected w ith 
each 
generator and standing vertically above 
it will be its steam engine, each engine 
rated at (5,000 horsepower. 
In the cen 
ter of the room, high up, where every 
machine can be w; felled, will tie the 
engineer s room, while straddling over 
the whole room will be a traveling 
crane, which can pick up any piece of 
machinery in the place and carry it to 
any other spot iii the whole com part­ 
ment. Along one side of this room, in a 
gallery above the machinery, will be 
the switchboard, where all the power 
currents from the dynamos will he car­ 
ried and from there su it forth to the 
various distributing stations. The c u r­ 
rents to be used will be alternating arni 
of high voltage. 
The details m e net 
made public, but it is said that a c u r­ 
rent of about 10,000 volts will bo used. 
A t convenient points along the lines 
substations will be established where 
the currents will be transformed from 
high voltage* alternating to direct cur 
rents of 500 volts to be fed to the lines. 
The m ultiplicity of lines and wires, 
switches and indicating instrum ents 
which will run to these stations will ut 
appreciated when it is remembered that 
a separate feeder wire is to be supplied 
to every 1,000 feet or so in the parts of 
the city where the traffic is the heaviest. 
such as from Sixth street to the post 
office on the Third avenue line. 
Th*‘se 
details are yet to he worked out. 
Tin* new power house will cost about 
$500, OOO, and the m achinery which it 
will contain and the 30 rotary convert­ 
ers at substations will cost $5,000,000 
As the present cable lines of the Third 
avenue road will be converted to under 
trolley lilies before the big power house 
is completed, some of the converters, 
which are in effect dynamos, xviii be 
connected with the m achinery of the ca­ 
ble power house to run the lines until

In his t i m e (Geronimo caused the 
western settlers and the government 
more trouble than any other Indian, lh* 
became tractable s i n c e his capture and 
confinement, some ten years ago. and 
evinces no desire again to go upon the 
warpath. His was a generalship which, 
with any reasonable chance, was more 
than a match for many an army officer. 
but his active mind is giving way as 
much from inaction as from any other 
cause. 
He no longer plans imaginative 
campaigns, as he did for a long time 
while in confinement in Alabama. Even 
yet he is never freed from the constant 
eye of a guard, and this is said to be 
the greatest punishment for great men 
who have suffered exile. Napoleon often 
s]X)ke of it, and now all France is fight­ 
ing pro and con concerning a man on 
Devil’s island who is suffering in th<~ 
same way. 
Geronimo tries to make himself as 
agreeable as he knows how to those 
about him. 
A soldier does not pace to 
and fro before a cell where he is con 
fined, but he remains within his tepee 
with his family; yet the eye of a guard 
is never removed from the spot.

William Lapeer recently returned to 
Richland, S. D., to die of leprosy, which, 
it is feared, he contracted while serving 
with his regiment in the Philippines. 
Lapeer is the 22-year-old son of a 
Union connty farmer 
He went to Ma­ 
nila last spring with Colonel Frost’s 
South Dakota regiment. 
While seeing 
the sights soon after his arrival there 
he gave offense to a native aristocrat 
whom he met in a low drinking resort. 
The latter’a friends succeeded in separat­ 
ing Lapeer from his companions, plied 
him with drugged liquor and carried 
his unconscious form to a house in the 
native quarter, where blood from a 
leper was injected into a vein in one of 
his arms. 
When ho realized w hat had been done 
to him, Lapeer was so horrified that he 
nearly died from pure nervous shock. 
He fell into a violent fever and was 
finally sent home. 
He will probably be 
discharged. 
Local physicians do not 
pretend to say w hat will be the result 
of the treatm ent to which he was sub­ 
jected, as they do not know whether 
leprosy can be so transm itted. They art1 
fearful of the effects of the experiment, 
but say it may be several months before 
the disease will manifest itself. 
The 
patient would be sent to New York for 
exam ination by experts, but is suffer 
ing from nervous prostration and too ill 
to be moved.—Special New York World.

of the same month we saw our first 
battle. 
At that tim e we lost 14 killed 
and a great m any wounded. 
August 13 
we m arched into the city of M anila 
w here we were quartered until Dec. I 
when we were pat on the transport 
Senator and taken to the small island 
Oorregidor of 
which we now 
have 
charge. 
It is abont five miles long, two miles 
wide and 500 feet high and has a flue 
clim ate, 
The w eather here is like oar 
May days, and the nights are cool. 
M anila is on the island of Luzon and a 
m iserable place, 
It it fall of Chinamen 
and natives, the latter being a lazy lot. 
Tho Spanish live w ithin the high wall 
which m arks the city proper. 
There are muzzle-loading cannons all 
around It, bnf they would have done lit­ 
tle good against Dewey’s fleet. 
I have 
been on board the Olympia and indeed 
she is a fine ship. 
Her crow think the 
Tenth is th e only regim ent here and 
gave us a splendid reception. 
The Philippines is no place for an 
Am erican, but I suppose a great m any 
will rush here to invest their money. 
They should wait until the place has 
become settled. 
It is far different from 
any part of the United States. 
The island we are on was a naval sta­ 
tion, and tw o companies, A and B, 
-JOO men, are here to gourd a hospital, 
although th ere is not m uch sickness. 
W e have a fine camp, and it was named 
after Jesse Ness, the first Beaver county 
boy to fall at M uriate Ju ly 30. 
We are 
very nicely fixed, two being placed in a 
wall tent IO feet square and eight feet 
high. 
The cam p is along the beach in 
a little valley where we can hear the 
waves continually lashing against the 
rocks. Gam e is abundant, and they say 
there are very big snakes, some 20 feet 
long, in the m ountains. 
From this is­ 
land the Spanish fired the first shot at 
Dewey, but a shell from the Boston 
quickly wrecked the three gun battery. 
It is located ju st below our camp. Then 
the garrison escaped to Cavite only to 
be captured later. 
The bay presented a 
peculiar appearance when we entered, 
almost all the vessels of the Spanish 
squadron being on the bottom. 
If anyone tells you a Spanish soldier 
won’t fight don’t believe him for he is 
badly m istaken. 
It may be yon belong 
to the E ighth Ohio, and if you do you 
know they will fight. 
Captain H arry 
Palmer, of East Liverpool, was our 
color sergeant and saw the whole of our 
fight here. 
He knows it is true.

The general designs for the new {tow­ 
er house for the Third Avenue Railroad 
company af New York have recently 
been made public. 
The power house 
will be the largest structure of its kind 
in the world and w ithin its walls will 
be generated a greater am ount of power 
than has ever been produced before at 
any single station. The most enormous 
engines th at m an uses for single p u r­ 
poses are those which drive the ocean 
greyhounds th a t ply between New York 
and Europe. 
Of these the biggest de­ 
velop about 30,000 horsepower. 
W ith in the walls of the new Third 
avenue power house there will be massed 
engines and boilers capable of producing 
more than three tim es as m uch power 
as this and clustered about them all the 
needed devices for sending th at power 
out over m any miles of tracks to propel 
street cars. 
From this one center cars 
will he propelled from the postoffice to 
e

the Harlem on T hird avenue, from th 
East river to the Hudson and over tin 
miles of ram ifications of the routes of 
the Forty-second street, M anhattanville 
and Am sterdam avenue line, for milt 
over the traces of the One Hundred ant 
Tw enty-fifth street and Tenth avenue 
route to Tort George and again above 
th at to the city line at Yonkers over the 
new routes to be built and finally over 
the vast H uckleberry line above the 
Harlem and tlit* m any extensions which 
are likely soon to be made in connection 
w ith these various systems now con­ 
trolled by the company. 
The Third avenue plant will have a 
num ber of features, involving economy 
of operation, th at are superior to any 
iii tho world. The designing of the house 
has been done by W estinghouse, Church, 
K err & Co., engineers for the W esting 
house Electric and M anufacturing coni 
pany, which has the contract to supply 
the whole electric and power plant. The 
location of the plant and many other 
im portant m atters were determined by 
President Elias and Superintendent J. 
H. Robertson of the Third avenue road, 
while the designing and construction of 
the system for distributing the electrical 
power are intrusted to Dr. Louis Dun­ 
can, who has been appointed chief en­ 
gineer of the road. 
The power house 
w ill stand on the west side'of the H ar­ 
lem river, accessible by w ater from ei­ 
ther way, and it will cover the two 
blocks between Two Hundred aud Six­ 
teenth aud Two Hundred and Eigh­ 
teenth streets. 
It will lie 820 feet long 
and 250 feet wide. 
W ithin it will he 
divided lengthwise into two portions, 
each of about the same shape and area, 
one to tie used for boilers and the other 
for engines and generators, and those 
two portions will be m arked in the outer 
design of the building. 
The half nearer the river, m easuring 
about 320 by 125 feet, will form the 
boiler house, having above the boilers a 
great 10,000 ton coal bin. This portion 
of the building will lie about IOO feet 
tall. 
A t each corner will tie a low, 
square tower, while above the whole 
will tower four steel stacks, each an 
other hundred feet high. The other half 
of the building w ill lie about half as 
tall, w ith its roof taking the form of its 
round arched steel girders, while for 
architectural effect the higher portion, 
although roofed in the same way struc­ 
turally, will lie built up te a square con­ 
tour. The site of tho structure is of al­ 
luvial sand, and over the whole area of 
nearly two acres a foundation of piles 
aud concrete m ust be laid. 
The super­ 
structure will lie of steel frame, with 
w alls of stone, brick and terra cotta, 
and much skill has been employed to 
lesign it in such a w ay th at it shall not 
be a public eyesore. 
The economies of design begin at the 
w ater side, where w harfage facilities 
tor receiving coal are to be provided 
Goal will arrive in barges or schooner*. 
and by m eans of m echanical hoists and 
i conveyers it is expected to put it into 


grate bar of tile furnace by mechanical 
stokers until finally at tile end the ashes 
and clinkers are dropped through a 
trapdoor and sent through other shoots 
on their way to w aiting boats, whit h 
carry them off. 
There are 50 boilers, each rated tit 
520 horsepower, and these are arranged 
in double rows two tiers high. 
I hen-* 
are two furnaces to a boiler, and if the 
boilers were cared for in the old way it 
would require one man to stoke each 
boiler. W orking 24 hours a day and al­ 
lowing for a num ber of boilers being 
out of use part of the time, about 120 
firemen would be required to feed them. 
W ith mechanical stokers 40 men will 
accomplish the same work and hardly 
have to soil a hand. 
There is another 
big saving possible with the mechanical 
stokers which, it is probable, will be 
taken advantage of. This is the use of 
some of the cheaper and softer coals, 
which, because of the better combustion 
produced by evenly handled fires, may 
be burned w ithout giving off smoke. In 
contem plation of this perhaps powerful 
pumps and hose are provided iii the 
plans, arranged for flooding the 10,000 
ton coal bin w ith w ater in case tho coal 
takes tire. 
H ard coal is not m uch sub­ 
ject to such risk. 
Down iii the generator room, under 
its arched roof, will stand 16 of the 
largest electric generators made. 
Each 
will berated at 3, OOO kilow atts, or 4, OOO 
horsepower and each will be capable of 
carrying a load 50 per cent larger than 
that. 
Directly connected w ith each 
generator and standing vertically above 
it will be its steam engine, each engine 
rated a t G.0U0 horsepower. 
In the cen­ 
ter of the room, high up, where every 
m achine can be w; tched, will be the 
engineer’s room, while straddling over 
the whole room will be a traveling 
crane, which can pick up any piece of 
machinery in the place and carry it to 
any other spot in the whole com part­ 
ment. Along one side of this room, in a 
gallery above the machinery, will be 
the switchboard, where all the power 
currents from the dynamos will be car­ 
ried and from there stilt forth to tin* 
various distributing stations. The cur­ 
rents to lie used will be alternating and 
of high voltage. 
The details axe not 
made public, but it is said th at a cur­ 
rent of about 10,000 volts will be used. 
At convenient points along the lines 
substations will be established where 
the currents will be transform ed from 
high voltage alternating to direct cur­ 
rents of 500 volts to be fed to the lines. 
The m ultiplicity of lines and wires, 
switches and indicating instrum ents 
which will run to these stations will be 
appreciated when it is remembered that 
a separate feeder wire is to be supplied 
to every 1,000 feet or so iii the parts of 
the city where the traffic is the heaviest, 
such as from Sixth street to the poet 
office on the Third avenue line. 
These 
details are yet to be worked out. 
Tin' new power house will cost about 
$500,000. and the m achinery which it 
will contain and the 30 rotary convert­ 
ers at substations will cost $5,000,000 
As the present cable lines of the Third 
avenue road will be converted to under 
trolley lines before the big power house 
is completed, some of the converters, 
which are in effect dynamos, will be 
connected with the m achinery of the ca­ 
ble power house to run the lines until 
the m ain Source of supply is ready.-

The third essential in the secret of a 
happy life is not in what we have, but 
in what we are.

ways the happiest. 
An anecdote was 
told to illustrate his point, and the 
speaker said that while these three les­ 
sons appeared on the surface of his text, 
there were four lessons under the sur­ 
face, the first b ein g: 
“ Blessed is he 
whose sin is forgiven.” . 
The speaker 
stated that the fonndation stone of any 
happy life was the forgiveness of sins 
and no person could be happy until 
they knew their sins were forgiven. 
The second fonndation was “ Blessed 
is he whose sin is covered.” The speaker 
said the persons on this earth were w ill­ 
ing to forgive sins yet they told them to 
friends, but that God not only forgives 
sins bat also covers them.

L i f e b o a t * ! o f t h e W o r l d . 
The lifeboat service is one of the very 
noblest of philanthropic institutions, 
aud many civilized nations pay special 
attention to these means for the rescue 
of perishing mariners. 
England’s life­ 
boat service is a voluntary one. 
The 
Royal National 
Lifeboat institution, 
which controls the hulk of British life­ 
boats, was founded in 1824. It now has 
over 300 lifeboats on the shores of the 
kingdom, aud has been instrumental in 
saving nearly 30,000 lives. The French 
lifeboat service was established in 1865, 
aud bas 83 stations, while it has been 
the means of saving over 900 vessels 
and 7,500 lives. 
The French service has one great ad­ 
vantage over ours. It is that the public 
board of works always builds the first 
lifeboat house at each station as it is 
established, consequently relieving tho 
service of a great outlay. 
The German 
service was established in 1805, and 
has 104 lifeboat stations. 
The United 
States has 233 lifeboat stations. 
The 
cost of the United States service is 
about £290,000 a year.—London Tifc-

His was a generalship which, 
with any reasonable chance, was more 
than a match for many an army officer, 
but his active mind is giving way as 
much from inaction as from any other 
cause. He no longer plans imaginative 
campaigns, as he did for a long time 
while in confinement in Alabama. Even 
yet he is never freed from the constant 
eye of a guard, and this is said to he 
the greatest punishment for great men 
who have suffered exile. Napoleon often 
spoke of it, and now all France is fight­ 
ing pro and con concerning a man (/ii 
Devil’s island who is suffering in the 
same way. 
Geronimo tries to make himself as 
agreeable as be knows how to those 
about him. 
A soldier does not pace to 
and fro before a cell where he is con 
fined, but he remains within his tepee 
with his family; yet the eye of a guard 
is never removed from the spot. 
All 
during the Santiago campaign a troop 
of cavalry was stationed at Fort Sill, 
and now a troop from the Tenth cav­ 
alry (negro) is on duty there, having 
been sent there from Fort Reno.

Filipinos Inject a Leper’* (Hood In­ 
to an American Soldier’* Vein*. 
William Lapeer recently returned to 
Richland. S. I)., to die of leprosy, which, 
it is feared, he contracted while serving 
with his regiment in the Philippines. 
Lapeer is the 22-year-old son of a 
Union county farmer 
He went to Ma­ 
nila last spring with Colonel Frost’s 
South Dakota regiment. 
While seeing 
the sights soon after his arrival there 
he gave offense to a native aristocrat 
whom he met in a low drinking resort. 
The latter’s friends succeeded in separat­ 
ing Lapeer from his companions, plied 
him with drugged liquor and carried 
his unconscious form to a house in the 
native quarter, where blood from a 
leper was injected into a vein in one of 
his arms. 
When he realized what had been done 
to him, Lapeer was so horrified that he 
nearly died from pure nervous shock. 
He fell into a violent fever and was 
finally sent home. 
He will probably be 
discharged. 
Local physicians do not 
pretend to say what will be the result 
of the treatment to which he was sub 
jected, as they do not know whether 
leprosy can be so transmitted. They are 
fearful of the effects of the experiment, 
but say it maybe several months before 
the disease will manifest itself. The 
patient would be sent to New York for 
examination by experts, but is suffer 
ingfrom nervous prostration and too ill 
to be moved.—Special New York World.

Tho flocks like quiet 
places, where there are large araucarian 
pine trees, with an underwood of scrub 
and creepers. 
The foxes hang in vast 
numbers from horizontal branches of 
the pine trees. 
\\ hen there is a clear space among 
the trees, an enormous number of the 
anim als may be seen, and their noise 
can be heard, for directly they see any 
thing unusual they utter a short bark, 
som ething like the sound made by young 
rooks. 
Often every branch is crowded, 
and the young foxes are seen either flap­ 
ping their w ings and holding on with 
their hind feet and with their heads 
downward or snarling and fighting for 
places. 
Suddenly the whole take to flight 
and flap their furry, w inglike sides and 
wheel around like heavy birds.

The creature is not a true fox, aud 
there is a fold of skin which reaches 
from the fore to the hind legs. This is 
called the wing, and it enables the 
pteropus, as the anim al is called, to 
float aud turn in the air.— Philadelphia 
Press.
